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7. A compound according to claim[s] 1 [and 6], wherein the pharmaceutical^ 
acceptable salt is selected from Li, Na, K, Ca, Mg, Fe, Cu, Zn, Mn; salts of organic 
bases such as N,N'-diacetylethylenediamine, betaine, caffeine, 2-diethylaminoethanol, 
2-dimethylaminoethanol, N-ethylmorpholine, N-ethylpiperidine, glucamine, 
glucosamine, hydrabamine, isopropylamine, methylglucamine, morpholine, 
piperazine, piperidine, procaine, purines, theobromine, triethylamine, trimethylamine, 
tripropy lamine, tromethamine, diethanolamine, meglumine, ethy lenediamine, N,N* - 
diphenylethylenediamine, N,N* -dibenzylethylenediamine, N-benzyl 
phenylethylamine, choline, choline hydroxide, dicyclohexylamine, metformin, 
benzylamine, phenylethylamine, dialkylamine, trialkylamine, thiamine, 
aminopyrimidine, aminopyridine, purine or spermidine; chiral bases like 
alkylphenylamine, glycinol or phenyl glycinol; salts of natural amino acids such as 
glycine, alanine, valine, leucine, isoleucine, norleucine, tyrosine, cystine, cysteine, 
methionine, proline, hydroxy proline, histidine, ornithine, lysine, arginine, serine, 
threonine, phenylalanine, unnatural amino acids such as D-isomers or substituted 
amino acids; guanidine, substituted guanidine wherein the substituents are selected 
from nitro, amino, alkyl, alkenyl, alkynyl, ammonium or substituted ammonium salts 
and aluminum salts, salts may include acid addition salts where appropriate which are, 
sulphates, nitrates, phosphates, perchlorates, borates, halides, acetates, tartrates, 
maleates, citrates, succinates, palmoates, methanesulphonates, benzoates, salicylates, 
hydroxynaphthoates, benzenesulfonates, ascorbates, glycerophosphates or 
ketoglutarates. 

34. A method of treating bacterial infections comprising administering a 
pharmaceutical composition as claimed in claim[s] 31 [and 32] to a patient in need 
thereof. 

38. A method of treating bacterial infections comprising administering a 
pharmaceutical composition as claimed in claim[s] 35 [and 36] to a patient in need 
thereof 
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
